Gentlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 
Gentlemen  ot  the  Houfe  of  l\e;>n;ientativej, 

IT  is  with  peculiar  fatufa£tion,  that  I 
meet  the  fixtli  congrels  of  the  United 
States  of  America.  Coining  f^om  all  parts 
or  the  Union,  at  this  critical,  and  inter, 
efting  period,  the  members  muft  be  fully 
poffelfi.-d,  of  the  fentimeiits  and  wilhes  of 
our  conftituents. 

The  flattering  profpe6\s  of  abundance 
from  the  labors  of  the  people,  by  land  and 
by  fea  ;  the  prosperity  of  our  extended 
commerce,  notwithstanding  interruptions 
occafioned  by  the  beligerent  ftate  of  a. 
great  part  of  the  world  ;  the  return  of 
health,  induftrv  and  trade-  to  thefe  cities, 
which  have  lately  been  atii&ed  with  dif- 
eafc  ;  and  the  various  at>d  ine  ti-nabie  ad- 
vantages civil  and  religious,  which  fecu- 
red  under  our  happy  frame  of  government, 
are  continued  to  u  =  .  utumpared  j  demand 
of  the  whole  AmeHcatl  people,  lir.cere 
thanks  to  a  b#nevplcnt  deity,  for  the  mer- 
ciful difpenfations  of  hit  providence.  - 

But,  while  thefe  numerous  blellings 
are  recolledled,  it  is  a  painful  duty  to  - 
vert  to  the  ungrateful  return  which  jitts 
been  made  for  them,  by  fome  of  the  peo- 
ple, in  certain  cour.ti.s  of  Pennfylvania, 
where  feduced  by  the  arts  and  miirepre- 
fcntaLions  of  defigning  men,  they  have  o- 
penly  refifted  the  law,  directing  the  valu- 
ation of  houfes  and  lands.  Such  defiance 
was  given  to  the  civil  authority  as  render- 
ed hopelcfs,  all  further  attempts,  bv  ju- 
dicial procel's,  to  enforce  the  execut'on 
of  the  law  ;  and  it  became  neceffary  to 
direct  a  military  force  to  be  employed, 
confilling  of  fome  companies  of  regvdar.  . 
troops  volunteers,  and  militia,  by  vt jjjffi 
zeal  and  activity,  in  co-operation  of  th<?  *i 
judicial  power,  order  and  fubmiffion  were 
•eftored,  and  many  of  the  offenders  ar-s 
reftedi.  Of  thefe  fome  have  been  con\ic- 
ted  of  tnifdemeanors,  and  others  ch;  rge  L 
Ith  various  crimes  remain  to  be  tried. 
To  give  due  effect  to  the  civil  adtni- 
niftration  of  government,  and  to  infnre  a 
ufl  execution  of  the  laws,  a  reviGon  and 
amendment  of  the  judiciary  fyftem,  is 
indifpenfably  neceffary.  In  this  exten- 
five  country,  it  cannot  but  happen.  iliaC 
uurue-roU3  c^uclUon*  rcfpetliiij  the  inter- 


pretations  of  the  Iawsflf-d  the  rights  and 
duties  of  officers  and  citizens  muft  arife, 
On  the  one  hand,  the  la\*s  fliould  be  cxe- 
•'cuted  ;  on  the  other,  individuals  fliould 
he  guarded  from  oppreilion  :  Neither  of 
thefe  objects  is  fufficientiy  aifuied,  under 
the  prefent  organization  of  the  judicial 
department,  I  therefore  earnellly  recom- 
mend the  fubject  to  your  ferious  conlide- 
ration. 

Perfcvering  in  the  pacific  and  humane 
policy  which  had  been  invariably  profeff- 
ed  and  fincerely  purfued  l>y  the  executive 
authority  of  the  United  States  ;  when 
indications  were  made,  on  the  part  of 
the  French  republic,  of  a  dil'pofition  to 
accommodate  the  exifting  differences  be- 
tween the  two  countries  ;  I  felt  it  to  b 
mv  duty  to  prepare  for  meeting  tl.ei 
advance's  by  a  nomination  of  minitters, 
upon  certain  conditions,  which  the  honor 
of  our  country  dictated,  to  prefcribe. 
The  affurances  which  were  required  ot 
the  French  government,  previous  to  the 
departure  of  our  envoys,  have  been  given 
thro  their  minilter  of  foreign  relations  ; 
and  I  have  directed  them  to  proceed  on 
their  million  to  Paris.  They  have  fuli 
power  to  conclude  a  treaty,  fubjeCt  to  the 
conftitutional  advice  and  content  of  the 
fenate.  The  characters  of  thefegentlemen 
are  fure  pledges  to  their  country,  that 
nothing  incompatible  with  its  honor  or 
intcreft,  nothing  inconliftent  with  its  ob- 
ligations of  good  faith  or  friendlhip  to  any 
other  nation  will  be  ltipulaled. 

It  appearing,  probable,  from  the  infor- 
mation I  received  that  our  commercial 
intcrcourfe,  with  fome  ports,  in  theifland 
of  St.  Domingo,  might  i'afely  be  renew 
ed,  I  took  fuch  ftepa  as  feemed  to  me  ex- 
pedient to  afce-  ain  that  point.  The  re- 
fult  being  fatis factory,  1  then  in  confor 
mity  with  the  act  of  congrefs  on  the  fub 
ject  directed  tiie  restraints  and  prohibiti- 
ons of  that  intercourfe  to  be  difcontinuec 
on  terms  which  were  made  known  by  pro 
clamatioM.  Since  the  renewal  of  this  in- 
tercourfe our  citizens  trading  to  thou, 
ports,  with  their  property  have  been  du! 
refpected,  and  privateering  from  thof, 
ports  has  ceaf'd. 

In  examining  the  claims  of  Britifh  fub 
jectsby  the  commiflioners  at  Philadelphia, 
under  the  fixth  article  of  the  treaty  o 
amity,  commerce  and  navigation,  wit! 
Great  Britain,  a  difference  of  opinion,  o: 
points  deemed  effential  i,i  the  interpreta 
tion  of  that  article,  has  arilen  betweei 
the  commiflioners  appointed  by  the  Uni 
ted  States  and  the  other  members  of  tha; 
board,  from  which  the  former  hav. 
thought  it  their  duty  to  withdraw.  It  is 
fincerely  to  be  regretted,  that  the  execu 
tion,  of  an  article,  produced  by  a  mutus 
fpirit  of  amity  and  juftice,  fliould  hav 
brcn  thus  unavoidably  interrupted.  It  h 
however,  confidently  expected,  that  th 
fame  Spirit  or  amity  and  the  fame  fenfe  o 
jultice,  in  which  it  originated,  will  lead  t. 
fatisfaetory  explanations.  Inconfequeno 
of  the  obftachs  to  the  progrefi  of  th. 
commiffion  in  Philadelphia,  his  Briannb 
majefty  has  directed  the  commiflioners 
appointed  by  him,  under  the  feventh  ar- 
ticle of  the  treaty,  relating  to  Britiih  cap 
tures  of  American  vcffels,  to  withdraw 
from  the  board  fitting  in  London,  but 
with  the  exprefs  declaration  of  his  deter- 
mination to  fulfil,  with  punctuality,  and 
good  faith,  the  engagement  which  his 
niajeftv  has  contracted  by  his  treaty  with 
the  United  States,  and  that  they  will 
be  imtructed  to  refume  their  functions, 
whenever  the  obiLcles  which  impede 
the  progrefs  of  the  commiffion,  at  Phila- 
delphia, tha  11  be  removed.  It  being  in 
like  manner  my  fincere  determination  fo 
far  as  the  fame  depends  on  me,  that  with 
equal  punctuality  and  good  faith,  the  en- 
gagements contra-ted  by  the  United 
States  in  their  treaties  with  his  Britan- 
nic majefty,  fliall  be  fulfilled,  I  fhall  im- 
m  -diaiely  inltruct  our  minilter  at  London 
to  endeavor  to  obtain  ths  explanations 
neceffary,  to  a  juft  performance  of  thofe 
engagements  on  the  part  of  the  United 
States.  With  fuch  difpofitiona  on  both 
fides,  I  cannot  entertain  a  doubt,  that  all 
difficulties  will  foon  be  removed,  and  that 
the  two  boards  will  then  proceed  and 
bring  the  bufineis,  committed  to  them, 
refpectively,  to  a  fatisfactory  concluiion. 

The  aft  of  congrefs,  relative  to  the  feat 
of  government  of  the  United  States,  re- 
quiring that  on  the  firft  Monday  of  De- 
cember next,  it  fliould  be  transferred 
from  Philadelphia,  to  the  diitrict,  chofen 
for  its  permanent  feat,  it  is  proper  for  me 
to  inform  you  that  the  commiffioners,  ap- 
pointed to  provide  fui table  buildings  for 
the  accommodation  of  congrefs,  and  the 
•  president,  and  for  the  public  offices,  of  go- 
vernment, have  made  a  report  of  the  ftate 
of  the  buildings,  dofigned  for  thefe  pur- 
poses in  the  city  of  Washington,  from 
\vh:ch  they  conclude,  that  the  removal  of 
the  feat  of  government  to  that  place  at 
the  time, required  will  be  practicable,  and 
the  accommodations  famfactorv.  Their 
report  will  be  laid  before  you. 


Gentlemen  of  t'ne  Hoiife  of  Rcprcfentativcr, 
I  fliall  direct  the  climates  of  the  ap- 
propriations, ncCeffary  for  the  fervice  of 
the  enfuing  year,  together  with  an  ac- 
count of  the  revenue  and  expenditure  to 
be  laid  before  you.  During  a  period  in 
which  a  great  portion  of  the  civilized 
world  has  been  involved  in  a  war,  ufual- 
ly  calamitous  and  deftructive,  it  was  not 
to  be  expected  that  the  United  States 
could  be  exempted  from  extraordinary 
burthens.  Although  the  period  is  not  ar- 
rived, when  the  mtafures  adopted  to  le- 
cureour  country  againft  foreign  attack  can 
be  renounced,  yet  it  is  alike  neceffary  to 
the  honor  of  the  government,  &  the  fatif- 
faCtion  of  the  community,  that  an  exact 
ceconomy  fliould  be  maintained.  I  invite 
you  gentlemen, to  invefligate  the  different 
branches  of  the  public  expenditue.  The 
examination  will  lead  to  beneficial  re- 
trenchments, or  produce  a  conviction  of 
ihe  wifdom  of  the  meafure  to  which  the 
expenditure  relates. 

Ontlemen  of  the  Senate,  and 

Gentle-nsn  of  the  Hiute  of  Reprelcntatives; 
At  a  period  like  the  prefent,  when 
mome:.t  us  changes  are  occurring,  and 
every  hour  is  preparing  new great  c- 
vents  in  the  political  — when  a 

fpirit  of  war  is  prev;dent«rwa;M:oft  every 
nation,  with  whole  affairs  the  int  refl  <;: 
the  United  States  have  any  connection, 
unfafeSc  precarious  wou'd  be  our  iituation, 
were  we  to  neglect  the  means  of  main- 
taining our  juft  rights.  The  refult  of  the 
million  to  France  is  uncertain  ;  but  how-  j 
eveVk  may  terminatej(p|eady  pevfettrer- 
arce  in  a  lyflem  of  national  defence,  com- 
menfurate  with  our  refources  and  the  fi- 
xation of  our  country,  is  an  obvious  dic- 
tate of  wifdom.  For  remotely  as  we  arc 
olaccd  from  the  belligerent  nations,  and 
lefirous  as  we  are,  by  doing  juitice  to  all. 
'o  avoid  offence  to  any,  nothing  fiiort  of 
.he  power  of  repelling  aggreflions,  wil 
ecure  to  our  country,  a  rational  rrofpe/ 
>f  efcaping  the  calamatics  of  war,  or  na 
ional  degradation.  As  to  myfelf,  it  is 
ay  anxious  delire,  fo  to  execute  the  trul 
epofed  in  me,  as  to  render  the  av>pl 
ftheUnitedStates  profperous  and ijapjv 
!  rely,  with  entire  confidence,  ortyafceo- 
ipcration,  in  objects  equally  your  carfc, 
nd  that  our  mutual  labors  will  ferve  to 
ncreafe  and  confirm  Union  among  our 
cllow-citizens,  and  an  unfhaken  attach- 
lent  to  our  government.

England. 

LO.MnON,  September  13 — 20.

The  minilter  was  at  the  wa- 
fers of  Callhad,  in  Bohemia  ;  a  rr.cffagc 
from  thePrulfiancabinctcaufed  his  return 
lo  Berlin,  where, toh'n  great  furprizapMhL 
invariable  refolution  of  his  rnajeuvTw.u 
notified  to  the  count.  He  immeJin^iv 
took  his  audience  of  leave,  and  exj^Bed 
his  fears  of  the  manner  in  which  his  fove- 
reign  would  confider  this  determination, 
ihould  it  unhappily  produce  any  threats  or 
hoftile  difpofitions  on  the  part  ofRulfia, 
the  evil  will  be  much  aggravated,  as  it 
uiuit  draw  Pruffia  into  an  alliance  with 
the  French;  All  the  powers  who  pretend 
to  prefcrve  their  neutrality,  will  follow 
the  fame  impulfc. —

Yefterdayan  exprefs  arrived  here  in  15 
days  from  theSpaniihgarrifonatSt.M;:rks, 
with  letters  from  M  .  Ellicott,  the  Ameri- 
can com mifiioner  for  running  the  boundary 
line.  Mr.  Eliicott  writes,  that  the  adven- 
turer gen. William  Auguftus  Bowles,  had 
''gain  made  his  appearance  in  that  quarter; 
ins  arrival  at  the  Apalachee  is  dated  as 
follows : 

A  Britifh  floop  of  war  called  the  F^x, 
commanded  by  lieutenant  Wooldridgt  of 
the  navy,  mounting  ifi  guns,  and  near  o 
:nen,  took  Bowles  and  his  attendants,  on 
hoard  at  Jamaica;  and  on  the  18th  of  ^er»- 
tcmber  faid  veffel  was  wrecked  on  Geor- 
ges Ifland,  in  the  bay  of  Apalachee,  near 
the  mouth  of  Chatah06cb.ee, the  veff  !  to- 
tally loft,  the  crew  and  paffengers  fav-d. 
Mr.  Ellicot  about  that  time  was  coming 
down  the  river  on  board  his  fch  oner; 
Bowles  wrote  to  him  and  defired  an  in- 
terview, which  he  had.  It  appears  that 
his  views  are  holtile,  efpecially  to  Spain  : 
he  is  oppofed  to  running  ihe  line.  Bow- 
les went  up  to  the  Creek  Nation  attended 
by  three  aids,  one  of  them  an  Englishman, 
one  a  Scotchman,  the  other  a  Frenchman, 
all  captains  in  the  Britifh  army — It  is  re- 
ported by  them  that  a  very  large  fupply 
of  goods  is  on  the  way  from  England  as 
prefents  for  the  lavages.  Bowles  dei  la- 
red  to  Mr.  Ellicott,  that  fliould  he  fall  in 
with  the  Spanifii  commiflioner  and  his  at- 
tendants he  would  make  prifoners  of  them. 
Mr.  Ellicott  furniflied  the  caytain  of 
the  Fox,  with  a  confiderable  quantity 
of  provifions.  It  is  much  to  be  felred  rhat 
Bowles  will  be  kindly  received  by  the  In- 
dians ;  the  moment  is  favourable  for  him  ;
